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10 SETTLE BRIDGE QUESTION

Special Mesting of tha Oity OCouncil is
Oalled for Tonights

TO DECIDE ON INDIAN CREEK BRIDGE

Minyar Jennings Wanis the Contro-
versy Hetween the Clty and the
Union Pacifie Rallwnay
Company Settled,

Mayor Jenoings yesterday lesued a call
for a specinl meeting of the oity couneil
1o tie held this evening for the purposs of
taking some fction in the matter of the
resolution granting the Union Paclfic Rall- |
rond company permission to erect a new |
hridge over Indlan creek at Fifth and Unfon
avenues, The necessity of some definite’
netion In the matter lies In the fact that
the attorneys for the rallroad claim that |
the resolution was duly adopted by the coun-!
oil, while Mayor Jennings ruled that it had
heen lost. The resolution wos introduced
at the meeting of the council Monday, July
10,  Four of the aldermen voted in favor
of its adoptlon and three againgt, Mayor
Jennings, acting on the opinlon of Clty So-
lleitor Wadsworth, ruled that it was lost,
holding that such a resolution required the
vote of tha majority.

The attorneys for the Union Pacifie, on
the other hand, hold that the resolution only |
required a majority vote for Its adoption
and, In pursuance of their oplnion, filed a
wrltten notice with the oity clerk last
Monday to the effect that In pursuance of
the terms and conditions contained in the
resoliution work had been commenced on
the bridge.

The situation now Is that the raflroad eon-
tends that the resolution was adopted, whilo
the mayor and certain members of the
ecouncil hold that it was not. To have the
matter set right Mayor Jenninzs tonlght
in view of the controversy will hand down
his veto on the resolution, he believing
this to he the best way to settle the dis-
pute.

The opposition of certain of the aldermen
to granting the Unfon Pacific permission o
bulld the bridge is due to the fact that the
rallrond  has  refused to pay the city
taxes on the east side of the bridge over the
Missourl for the vears 1807 an(l 1898 on the
grounds that, as the bridge does not re-
ceive any henefit from the levy of such
taxes, It ought to be classsd with property
within the corporate llmits held solely for
agricultural purposes and exempt from city
taxes. The rallway has pald all the county
taxes, but has refused the clty and now
owes $3,071.25 for 1897 and $3.676 for 1808,
Suit has been hrought to enforce the pay-
ment of these taxes by the city in the name |
of the country treasurer and is now pending
in the federal court, having been trans-
terred there from the district eourt on ap-
plication of the Union Paclfic,

The refusal to grant the ralload permis-
sion to bulld its bridge over Indlan creek Is
based on the grounds that by so doing the
city would walve its rights to Unlon avenue,
which It is clalmed the Unlon Pacific hae
forfeited by not adhering to the terms and
provisions of the ordinance granting It the
franchlse. Those aldermen opposed to the
regolution admlit that they belleve in holding
the Union avenue matter as a club over the
head of the rallway to force It to pay the
taxes on the bridge. If the railway would
consent to pay these taxes they say they
would have no objectlon to voting for the
resolution. It is generally conceded that a
new bridge over the creek at Unlon and
Fitth avenues is a necessity, as the present
structure is in a somewhat dangerous con-
dition.

WALTERS LANGUISHES IN JAIL,

Pinced There by the Authorities on
Charge of Malpraetice,

As a result of the Investigation by Coroner
Treynor into the circumstances surrounding
the premature birth of a child at the home |
of George H. Tarrant, 1106 Avenue 1,
aarly Thursday morning, *“Doctor” J. F.
Walters wus arrested on a ¢harge of mal-
practice and was committed to the county
jall in default of $1.000 ball.

The testimony of Mra, Tarrant, who gave
birth to the child, was to the effect that
Walters had performed & criminal operation
on her & couple of months ugo which I'mdi
failed of the result desired and that he then
bad supplied her with medicine which she |
alleged produced the premature and still
birth of the child. Dr. Reller, who was
called to attend the woman Thursday morn-
ing after the ‘birth, testified as to the con-
dition of the woman and that there were
evidences of malpractice.

Tarrant, the hushand of the woman, whao,
for the purpose of concealing the birth of
the child, threw the body into the wault,
corroborated his wife's testimony and stated |
that they had promised to pay Walters sm:
to produce the abortlon, Of this sum he
had paid 32,

The Jury, comprised of H, PitzWarren, T,
J. Ev pe and Thomas Eaton, brought in
verdict to the effect that the bhahy wos born
prematurely and that sald premaiure birth
wus brought about by the criminal acts of
J. F. Walters.

Immediately upon the finding of the jury
Coroner Treynor issued a warrant for the!
arrest of Walters, who was taken into cus-
tody by Constable Balrd of Justice Fer-
rier's court. Justlce Ferrler placed Wal-
ter's hail at $1,000, which he was unable to
furnish and he was committed to the county
Jail,

Walters, although styling himself “Doc-
tor,” s not a rogistered practitioner. Three
veare ago he was arrested al the Insiance
of the oficere of the Council Bluffs Medical
soolety for practicing a8 & physiclan with-
out & state llcense. At the time Walters
slgned an agreement to discontinue prac-
ticing untll he had a legal right to do so
The prosecutlon was then dropped, but the
ofMcere of the soclety c¢lalm that Waliers
has never secured the right to practlee. |

Mrms, Teyrant was reported in a critical
condition yesterday and that there was a!
possibllity of the charge against Waltere
being changed to & more serlous one,

After he had been in $all for several hours
Justice Ferrler reduced Waltera' ball to $500,
which he manuged to furnish. Walters ad-
mitted giving Mra. Tarrant medicine, but
denied that he had ever performed any
criminal operation on her,

WOULD HAVE TRADE SKET ASIDE,

Swnp of Hotel Properiy for Texas
Land Unsantisfactory to Arown,

H. B. Brown, who {n the early part of
laat year purchasmed the Ogden hotel prop-
erty In this city from the Danforth estate
and later traded It for a large sllice of
Texus Iand, s now seeking the altd of the
distriot vourt to have the trade set aside
and regaln possession of the hotel, The
papers in the sult were flled yestecday, H.
H. Rowland and his wife, Mattie 0. Rowland,
and B, W. Rewland belng named as de-
fendanta,

In hia petition the plaintiff. 1. B. Brown,
sets up that on July 12 of last year, belng
then the owner of the Ogden hotel, xtures
and appurtenances theréto, he entered Into
A contract with H. H. Rowland to trade
it fot vwenty-nine sections of farming land
in Crockett county, Texas, which the Iatter
claimed to own free of all Incumbrances ex-
cept the regular taxes for 1808, It developed
that the title to the Texas land was held
in the nwme of B. W. Rowland, who elalmed
to he simply trustes for H. H. Rowland.
The Iatter secured a  deed from B, W,
Rowland and conveyed the land to Brown
who on August 20 Iast, in compliance with
the contract, executed and dellvered to H.
H. Rowland a warranty deed for the hotel
property. One of the termr of sale was
that H. H. Rowland shonld assume a $12,000
Incumhrance on the hntel

When RBrown Inveatizated the abstract of
title to his Texas property he alleges that
he discovered that In plice of tha land
bheing free from Incumbrances, as elaimed by
Raowlnnd, 1t was ploetered all over with
Hteng and mortgages and that the ahstract,
he alleges, wis fraudulent and made with the
purpoge of dafrauding him. A few days after
the trade H. H, Rowland reconveved the
Ogiden hotel property to B, W. Rowland,
which conveyance, the plaintiff alleges, wns
without consideration and for the purpose
of defrauding him (Brown) out of his prop-
erty. ;

Brown asks the court to have the contract
set aslde, also the conveyante of the hotel
property from H. H. Rowland and wife to
R, W. Rowland declared null and vold, and
further that he be given judgment against
H. H. Rowland for $170.01 taxes, which ha
had paid on the Texas land and for $250
commission which he pald to B. W. Rowland
for effecting the trade,

PURSUING UNFAIR METHIDS

Complaint Againet Conduot of the Standard
0Oil Company at Des Moines.

SAVING IN GENERAL SUPPORT FUND

Seek Pardom for Mark Hallinan,

Who Relng Sentenced to Prison
for Six Yenrs  Never
Served His Time,
DES MOINES, July 21.—(8pecinl Tele-
gram.)—Attorney F. 8. Dunshee left to-

night for Washington, where he will present
the evidence which he hng secured In Des
Molnes In regard to the conduet of the
Standard Ol bBusineas in this ¢lty, befare
the industirial commission now In sesslon.
The commlission is Investigating the methods
pursued In dolng business by the large
trusts of the country, Mr. Dunshee claims
to have evidence to the effect that the
Standard Oll company has been pursuing
very unfalr metheds in the disposal of
lighting and heating oils in Des Moines,

The report of the Board of Control, com-
pleted this morning, shows the total balance
of the general support fund on hand June
40 to be $115,562.01. The per capita annual
allowance of the Inmates of the Institutlons
was reduced $2 at the time the Board of
Control began work.: This has saved the
sinte this year a total of $60,000. This
added to the 3115,562.01 on hand mokes over
$£175,000 to the credit of the state this year,
The reports of the pld system of manage-
ment have no such figures to show.

Judge Walter 1. Hayes of Clinton is In
Des Moines trying to sccure a pardon for
Mark Halllnan, who wns convieted of man-
slaughter In Clinton county In 1800 and
sentenced to six years In the penitentiary,
but has never been called on to serve his
time, At the time of his trial the case at-
tracted considerable attention throughout
the atate, During the spring campaign of
1800 there were two factions In the First
wardd, which became bitter enemles. The
Hallinan boys and one Laden were the lead-
ers of one faction and the Rowman hoyvs
wara the leaders of the other. One night
the twoe factlong came together in a saloon
owned by a man by the name of McNealey.
They met about midnight and a flerce fight
ensued, but order was finally restored. Later
in the night the trouble broke out anew
and it is alleged that James Hallinan shot
and killed onp of the Rowman boys and
seriously wounded another. He escaped
that night across the rlver and has never
heen seen since. Mark Hallinan was ar-
rested on the charge of manslaughter, it
being claimed that he was an accessory In
the erime. He was tried and convicted and
| was sentenced to the penitentiary by Judge
| Howatt for a term of six years, The case
! was appealed to the supreme court and pend-

ing the decision of that body Hallinan was
I.m[eaaerl on bail. Hon, A, R, MeCoy, de-
| censed, was county attorney at the time
of the trial, but never took the malter up
laml nothing has been done In the case anid
| Hallinan has been at liberty since. A short
time ago the attention of the attorney gen-
| eral was called to the matter and he asked
| tor a hearing of the case by the supreme
leourt. Hayes and Schuyler then proceeded
to get up a petition for Halllnan's parden
and succeeded In obtaining all the signa-
tures of the ocounty officlals who were in-
terested in the suit, as well as all the lead-
ing business and professional Interests in
the city and also of the present county
officers.

SHE NEVER LISTENS,

The Girl Who Puits You on After You
Ning the Telephone Bell,

N0, sald the little lady at the telephone
to n New York Times man, it i8 absurd to
think that a telephone girl listens to the
conversations that are going on over the
wires. At the ceniral office each girl has
fifty wires and vou mny imagine she |8 too
busy to pav any attention Yo anvihing that
I8 anfd except as she catches a word here and
there. You have to keep golng aver the
wires to listen and gee if people are talking
still, If they have the people they wish, or
It they have finlshed. But when you are go-
ing constantly from one to the other of the
fifty you may be sure that yvou do not get a
very connected idea of what Is going on.

“Then you are not supposed to llsten.
Thera is always some one looking after the
girls at the central office and If they were
found listening to the conversation they
would be discharged—not the first time per-
haps, but after once or twice. Then, a telp-
phone girl can't 1elk over the wires to any
one on her lines except to answer questions,
and she can’t answer back If people get
cranky. She can’t tell anything that goes on
over the wires, either, if she happens to
calch any of it. There are a greal many im-
portant things that are sald one way and
another,

“I knew one girl, though, who used to get
good tips for the races and she used to play
them, too. I don't know how she did It. T
shouldn't understand it. I used to tend that
wire sometimes, but I never knew what they
wera talking about. 'The only time when a
girl might have a chance to listen at all
if she wanted to would be Saturday after-
noon, 'when there [s not much ‘going on,
only a few girls at the office and the wires
are qulet, T knew one girl who was a switch-
board operator, who had a man talk over
her lines with his girl., One day she got the
line for him and he was telephoning and
Central called her up.

‘Did you hear what that man was say-
Ing?" she asked.

' *No," she sald, ‘I wasn't paying atten-
tion."

'“*He called me up,’ said Central, ‘be-
cause he dldn't get the connection right.
You ought to have heard all he had to say
to that girl." Then she told her what it
WAs,

**Can Central hear me when I am talk-
ing? asked the man when he came out of
the telephone box.

“‘0Oh, no, sald the girl,
hear." But she did that time.

“It Is to get to be a ewitchboard operator
that most telephone girls try, though If all
the managers at the pentral ofMce are
pleasant and easy to get along with they
Itke the work there. A telephone girl likes
her work anyway. She Is kept busy all the
time and she doesn't know where the time
goes to. She is sorry to stay at home.

“There are a great many large business
firms that have switchhoard operatora now.
They have anywhere from a dozen or more
rooms In the bullding to be connected, sa
that when a man wants to talk to any one
in the building he doesn't have to go up
or downstalra and a number of people can
be talking outside at the same time over
the four trunk lnpes,

“The switchboard operator's work I8 easy
compared with that of a telephone girl at
the central office. Whera the central office
girl will have fifty wires to attend to, and

‘Central can't

i3 rushing all day from one to the
other, the switechhoard operator  will
have only ten, or a part of the

time she doesn't have anything to de. It
Is pretty hard for her at firet when she
makes the change and It is all that she can
do to keep nwake with so little to do. But
it Ie very satisfactory, for the switchboard
operator has all the holidays; she npeyer
has to work on Sundays, she I8 re-
sponsible only to the firm she works for,
and the rules are not so strict, Mcet of the
glrla try to  get switchhoard positions.
Usunlly the firm that wants an operator
sonds 1o the central office and they send
someone. 1 know one girl who got a posl-
tlon for hersslf. The firm that she went
{o gent up to the central ofMce and asked
them if they would send down Miss Smith,

*‘8he's no operator,’ they sald there;
‘we will send you someone else who Is first-
olass.’

""'We don't care about the operating. We
can judge about that ourselves,’ said the
firm, and she got the position.

*No; wearlog the receiver is not annoy-
ing, and telephoning doesn't affect the hear-
Ing, at least it never affected mine. 1
have known some girls whom It made deaf.
Sometimes |t makes your ear sore to wear
it. They are training some girls now to
wear the recelver on the right ear, so that
they can use that ear in receiving. 1 don't
believe 1 could hear except with my left
ear, 1 am so used to taking the messages
on that slde. That Is most convenlent, too,
You always see people use the other kind
of a recelver with the left hand, and put
It to the left ear. Then you have the right
hand free to write and the wire Is not in
the way,

*To be a first-class operator a girl ought

to be calm and self-possessed, one of the
kind who never mo's ratiled qr loses her
bead. It s & strain when you have fifty
wires to attend to, with people talking on
all of them at once, some of them com-
plaining that they don't get the people they
want, while you are shutting off this one
apd putting on someone else.

“Then business men are pretty apt to
be cranky, They are nervous and in a
burry, and they don't see why they can'i
ge¢t the man they want 1o speak to first
thing. They don't understaud how things
are. ‘They don't realige that Central has
forty-nine other wires and can't give them
her undivided sttentlon. Some girls will
sort of jolly & man slong when he fs

cranky, sod say, ‘Number, please,’ amlably
